trying to kill something which is not himself. Amongst up own patients 
I hove observed that the seuWlA'.would corait suicide were generally 
unable to face reality because of sons fancied guilt or ■auit 
delusion and that the causes were uniformly obscure. Mr. Hubberd 
stated that no patient will commit suicide unless he contains within 
his'reactin mind"an’iwpedlnental command 11 to do so far another’s good, for 
the good of society or 3ome such thing, but it is quite certain that 
no clinical proof of this exists beyond two cases of attaapted suicide 
which did have, as part of their"reactive nimd,*8uch commands. Other cases 
which contained these"impedisents" ware cleared of the command and even 
if they bed been classified peychiatrically as potential suicides and had 
from time to tire contemplated attempts at self-destruction, again no 
positive proof of this assumption can he made since the person containing 
ouch an "impediment” is no longer subject to the "impediment* after it 
has been removed from Ms “reactive mini". And naturally those who 
were not examined ani did commit suicide are no longer there for questioning. 

Further examination of this development disclosed that scraps of 
Dlanetlcs have been known for thousands of years. Except for one or two 
relatively minor matters, all of thorn are known to the modern psyohlatrlat. 
Psychiatry has advanced the idea time after time that man is basically 
constructive but that the pressure of modern living end hie attempts to 
adjust himself to this modern world bring about the natural consequence of 
eril4 and destructive acts and that any society attempting to live in 
partial freedom must continue to protect itself against the basic nature 
and impulses of the selfish end greedy, tho malcious and pervorted. That 
Dlanetlcs reveals that the constructive basic remains when the checks 
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aixl balances and disciplines and repressions of the social world are 
removed it only a new compaction on a very old fact. That the Dianetio 
■clear", unburdened cf these painful taut necessary restraints conducts himself 
dynamically and constructively in the social world scene to be a natter 
of at least observable evidence, fcit that a Diane tic "clear" oan pass 
without belig apprehended the various psychiatric teats for insanity 
and oaorgey as sore highly odaptlhle and Intelligent is not conclusive 
proof. It is a fact that psychiatry has never found it neceasary 
to create any standard psychcmetxy for the measu r em e nt of sanity alone 
and that there exist, therefore, no adequate teats for the Diane tic "clear" 
to tale? but a measure of sanity has never been a necessary item when there 
existed many competent and conclusive teste for Insanity, and there is no 
reason at this tine to departure* this course. Therefore it remains 
equivocal whether or not a Dianetlc'clear* la anything more than a slightly 
above normal individual. 

Tho Diana tic concept of the "optimum brain" ia extremely 
questionable. That a long aories of unaebbted cases have uniformly 
obtained thia "brain" la still not conclusive wti.ii one baa examined whet 
is desirable in e "train." According to Dlanetioa an "optimum brain* 
ia rational and without orror according to viewpoint and education in lte 
' memory banks.® The "optimum brain” has full sonic and visual imagery with 
ldetlc recall, aa wall aa visual and sonic imagery in the imagination. 

Vary few people confronted ty pay c hone try will be found to have a brain 
which functions in this fashion. It la easily proven that the normal 
brain does not have this capacity. It is unavoidably subject to error 
because of its Inescapable mal-adjustaants. Psychiatry has proven countless 
times that sexual fantasies make the individual necessarily poorly
